Didsbury RCMP took a 
suspect into custody at about 
1:30 p.m. on April 2 after 
executing a search warrant 
on a property on 24th Street. 

About 30 officers from 
Didsbury and Olds, members 
of the RCMP’s Emergency 
Response Team and Alberta 
Law Enforcement Response 
Team attended the location 
at 9 a m. in order to execute 
the warrant. 

After a four-and-a-half hour 
standoff, Corey Freeborn, 
32, of Didsbury, was taken 
into custody and charged 
with failing to comply with 
a recognizance, theft of mail 
before delivery, unauthorized 
possession of mail, seven 
counts of possession of sto¬ 
len property under $5,000, 
three counts of breach of a 
firearms prohibition, posses¬ 
sion of a firearm and posses¬ 
sion of a firearm with readily 
accessible ammunition. 

Police set up barricades at 
several locations along 15th 
Avenue near the Redeemer 
Lutheran Church during the 
incident. 

When the Review attend¬ 
ed near the scene, six loud 
bangs could be heard coming 
from the area south of 15th 
Avenue at about 12:45 p.m. 

Sgt. Kimberley Pasloske 
of the Didsbury RCMP later 
said that she couldn't corn- 
firm the type of weapons 
that were deployed at that 
moment, but did say that 
police did not use gunfire 

The RCMP sent out a 
notice as the event unfolded, 
via the town’s mobile app 
and website, informing area 
residents to stay indoors, 
lock all doors and windows 
and for people to stay away 
from the area. 

Pasloske said this was 
done in the interests of pub¬ 
lic and officer safety, and to 
dispel rumours that it was 
a police exercise or a film 
shoot. Pasloske said she 
thought the cooperation with 
the town worked well in this 
instance. 

“Police are executing a 
search warrant on 24 Street 
and 13 Avenue,” the notice 


read. “Please avoid the area.” 

“The issue was that the res¬ 
idents of Didsbury believed 
that there was a film shoot 
upcoming, and may have 
thought this was a film shoot 
that they could go look at,” 
Pasloske said following the 
conclusion of the incident. 
“Obviously we did not want 
that to happen." 

Westglen School also sent 
a notice to parents that due 
to the situation, students 
were kept inside at morning 
recess and lunch hour. 

“We wanted to be vigi¬ 
lant until that situation was 
resolved," the letter, from 
principal Carolyn Massel, 
said. “Safety is our number 1 
priority at all Chinook’s Edge 
schools and we always take 
our direction from the RCMP 
in these matters. Although 
they indicated there was 
not a general threat to the 
community and there was 
no danger to our school, we 
thought it prudent to stay 
indoors.” 

Marjorie Malinowski, who 
lives in the area, posted what 
she saw on Facebook. 

“It was pretty dramatic to 
see the Swat team and all the 
men and women dressed in 
their tactical outfits and to be 
able to actually hear some of 
the goings on. The RCMP did 
their jobs. They keep every¬ 
one calm and safe. The situa¬ 
tion ended without any ii\ju- 
ries or deaths. I’m proud of 
the job the men and women 
of the RCMP did and contin¬ 
ue to do every day especially 
in this day and age with all 
the nutcases they deal with 
every day." 

Witnesses say the man’s 
family pleaded over a loud¬ 
speaker for him to surrender 
to police. 

Others tried to reach him 
through Facebook 

“... just give yourself up no 
need for this (expletive) bro 
I don't want to see you go 
out like thus,” reads a Denim 
Weston post about two hours 
into the standoff. 

Police had numerous vehi¬ 
cles parked at the Redeemer 
Lutheran Church during the 
incident, using it as a staging 
area to fan out to the adja¬ 
cent streets.

The provincial bud¬ 
get that was released in 
recent weeks is likely 
to not have as big of 
an impact on the town 
as administrators first 
feared. 

The number of grants 
and the amount of 
money available to the 
Town of Didsbury is 
likely to be down, but 
not significantly, pre¬ 
dicts Roy Brown, the 
town’s chief .administra¬ 
tive officer. 

Nita Barthalow, the 
town’s chief financial 
officer, is currently 
crunching the numbers 
and will provide an 
update to council, likely 
by the middle or end 
of this month, in order 
to pass the town's final 
2015 budget, Brown 
said. 

No large impact 

“Considering the 
times we are in and the 
drop in oil prices, I real¬ 
ly feel that the munici¬ 
palities have been treat¬ 
ed fairly. Our numbers 
are down slightly but 
not significantly,” he 
said. (Barthalow) is 
looking at the total dol¬ 
lar impact and she feels 
from what she’s seen so 
far that it’s down, but 
not as much as we were 
worried that it would be 
down.” 

Brown said he’s 
unsure at this point how 
increases in various 
fees such as registering 
and transferring prop¬ 
erty and other types of 
levies might impact the 
town. 

Despite earlier fears 
about the provincial 
budget and how deep 
potential cuts might 
have been, Brown said 
all indications so far 
are that the provincial 
budget won’t have a 
large impact on the mill 
rate that council will be 
deliberating in the near 
future. 

“We don’t anticipate 
any increase in munici¬ 
pal taxes,” Brown said.
